ong known as one of the great beef producers of the world, Argentina once 


a year parades its prize livestock before the admiring eyes of its own 


citizens and of buyers from all over the world at the Rural Exposition of 
Livestock, Agriculture and Industry in Buenos Aires. 


It's the biggest outdoor show in the country, and a major social event of the 


winter season, with the President and the entire stock breeding aristocracy 
in attendance. 


Started over a hundred years ago when Indians roamed the land and 


owned most of it, and the landed gentry were trying to unify the nation and 
safeguard their property, the Rural continues to be a glittering showcase of 
Argentina's wealth and natural resources. 


The finest domestic animals in the land are exhibited, appraised by inter- 


national judges, some from the United States, and auctioned to the highest 
bidder. In a country where cattle is king and the number one industry, a 
prize Black Angus bull can bring in as much as $170,000 and a Holland- 
Argentine cow, bred only here, is more than an object of curiosity; it is a 
source of national pride and admiration. 


This year more than 2,000 head of cattle, 600 sheep, 300 horses and thou- 


sands of other farm animals and fowl were exhibited during the show, held 
each August on 44 specially-equipped acres in Palermo Park. To feed and 
house these pampered and perfumed prima donnas of the animal world, more 
than 150 tons of balanced cereals, 440 tons of grass and 1,200 tons of straw 
were used. 


This colorful annual spectacle, dedicated to the improvement of the na- 


tion's livestock breeding standards and to its economy, is a festive event not 
unlike a gigantic country fair, where even the uninitiated city-bred visitor can 
see the people of Argentina at work and play, and fully appreciate the fruits 
of their labors.

questions is "No". If this is 
done intentionally, it may con- 
stitute fraud.

more than $1,680 this year, 
call or visit this office.

At the end of 
the year, you use card form 
SSA-777 to report your total 
earnings. All reports should 
be made to the nearest social 
security office.

QUESTION: 
I will start work- 


ing this month for $50 a week. 
Should I report this work to 
your office? I am receiving 
social security widow's bene- 
fits. 


ANSWER: No report is requir- 


ed unless you expect to earn 
over $1680 in 1969. 
If you 


work only from Sept to the 
end of the year for $50 a 
week, you will have earned 
approximately $850.00 and no 
report is necessary. How- 
ever, if you worked earlier 
this year, your earnings may 
be more than $1680 for the 
year. If so, you should report 
now. 


QUESTION: I started to receive 


my retirement benefits at the 
age of 62. I am now age 65 
and can't understand why I 
don't receive the full amount 
instead of the reduced benefit. 
Can You explain this? 


ANSWER: At age 62 you had a 


choice. 
You could elect to 


receive a reduced benefit for 
a longer period of time, or 
you could wait three years 
and receive the full amount. 
Your choice was to start at 
age 63 so you could receive 
benefits for 36 months before 
age 65.

Mrs. Rosemary Brown, a 


w i d o w in her 40s, talks 
about the great composers 
as though they are next-door 
neighbors who are in the 
habit of dropping in for tea. 
And such very nearly is the 
case. 


Mrs. Brown claims that 


Beethoven and Liszt have 
been appearing to her reg- 
ularly for the past five years 
and have been dictating new 
compositions, w h i c h she 
takes down on the piano. 
Brahms, 
Bach, 
Schumann, 


Debussy and Rachmaninoff 
nave been appearing to her 
as well. 


Altogether, Mrs. Brown, a 


pleasant woman with chest- 
nut hair, has noted down 
quite a volume of ghost 
compositions, ranging from 
Rachmaninoff piano-duets to 
Chopin fantasy-impromptus, 
none of which has ever been 
heard before. And there is 
much more music to come, 
she says. 


Meanwhile, Mrs. Brown's 


revelations h a v e created 
something of a furor here in 
Britain. She has been the 
subject of three television 
documentaries and a long- 
playing record of some of 
the compositions she has 
rescued from the spirit world 
is about to be issued.

Brown's story so remarkable 
is (hat she has no special 
talent as a musician and has 
had a I m o s t no musical 
training. She has not even 
heard very much classical 
music. 


In fact, she and her late 


husband, who was ill during 
most of their married life, 
were so poor that they could 
nol even afford a radio or a 
record-player, let alone go 
lo concerts. When her hus- 
b a n d d i e d in 1961, Mrs. 
Brown had to sling hash in 
a school cafeteria in order 
to support her (wo children. 


Today she lives in a decay- 


ing flat in southwest London. 
The ivory keys on the up- 
right piano which belonged 
to 
her 
grandmother 
are 


yellow, like discolored teeth. 
On top of the piano are small 
plaster busts of her idols- 
Wagner, Schubert, and Liszt. 


She says she docs not need 


to go into a trance in order 
to receive music from the 
dead. 
It can come to her 


while she is out shopping.

when Lis/i dropped in and 
dictate,'! 20 bars of music 
right in the midst of the 
recording session. 


By now the great com- 


posers have b e c o m e so 
familiar to Mrs. Brown that 
she sometimes scolds them 
when they dictate too fast, 
or the music is unclear. 
Recently she became quite 
exasperated with Beethoven. 
"Beethoven was dictating to 
me and everything was go- 
ing quite smoothly when sud- 
denly ho stopped," she ex- 
plains. "They've got (o learn 
how to sustain concentra- 
tion," she says with just a 
trace of annoyance in her 
voice.

From 
earliest childhood, 


Mrs. Brown appears to have 
been endowed with extra- 
sensory perception. 
As a 


girl of 7, she heard heavenly 
music in her mind, and "an 
elderly man with long flow- 
ing white hair" whom she 
now identifies as Liszt ap- 
peared to her and told her 
that In- would one clay dic- 
tate beautiful music to her. 


It took a couple of broken 


ribs to make Liszt's proph- 
ecy come true. Mrs. Brown 
slipper! and broke her ribs 
in March, 19fi-l, while work- 
nig in the school cafeteria. 
"I couldn't do any house- 
work because of my acci- 
dent, so my mind turned to 
the piano, which I hadn't 
touched for 12 years. My 
playing was so rusty that it 
was like starting all over 
again." she recalls. It was 
then that l.is/.t appeared to 
her c o n s c i o 11 s n e s s and 
(licUilcd \2 relatively simple 
pieces of music. Liszt, in 
t u r n , introduced Chopin, and 
soon Mrs. Brown had about 
;i do/en composers all clam- 
oring to break through the 
sound barrier and to have 
their works hoard by the 
waiting world. 


What doos her 12-year-old 


son think of the music that 
is coining from the spirit 
world'.' Mrs. Brown shrugs. 
"Me prefers the Beatles."

South won the heart 
lead and led a trump. East 
was in with the ace and led 
a second heart. West ruffed 
and that was that! 


We should forget about the 


possibility of reaching six 
no-trump. It is conceivable 
that some pair of bridge 
players in the world might 
find some way to get to the 
no-trump slam. With the ac- 
tual four-heart opening it is 
practically impossible. 


We should also forget the 


fact that at the table South 
managed to go down one at 
six spades. 


Somehow or other, no mat- 


ter how much of a desperado 
East might be. he would not 
be likely to open four hearts 
without both the 
ace of 


spades and a seven-card 
trumo suit. Therefore, any 
reasonably careful S o u t h 
would worry about the pos- 
sibility of a heart ruff and 
kuard against it by playing 
the king of clubs at trick two 
and cover with dummy's 
ace. Then discard the king 
of hearts on the queen of 
clubs at trick three. 


Strangelv enough S o u t h 


suffered 
from

rassment of riches. If he 
had held a low heart instead 
of the king, he would surely 
have taken the quick discard 
on the queen of clubs and 
made the contract.

Lemon Juice Con Etch 
Tooth Enamel, Dentin

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


Is lemon juice harmful to 
teeth? I drink hot water and 
lemon juice every morning 
before breakfast, and I've 
heard that l e m o n juice, 
straight or diluted, is harm- 
ful.—Andrew G. 


ANSWER: Shades of Dr. 


Sara Jordan and her folk 
health panacea! That famous 
lady had everyone in Boston 
ana people 'round the world 
drinking hot w a t e r and 
lemon juice before breakfast. 
The idea was to keep you 
regular and to a w" a k e n ' 
gradually the stomach for 
the day s work instead of 
shocking it into activity with 
quick g u l p s of 40-degree 
orange juice right out of the 
refrigerator. 


Hot water and lemon juice 


may be kind to one's not-yet- 
fully-awakened-stomach but 
many dentists think it's not 
healthy for teeth. The more 
diluted the less harmful, of 
course, but lemon juice can 
etch e n a m e l and cause 
erosion of e n a m e l and 
dentin. Erosion is a wearing 
away of teeth, most often 
near the gum line. It appears 
as 
a 
smooth, 
saucer-like 


depression. 


Try hot w a t e r without 


'emon juice. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


Please advise if Fern Iron 
rots teeth.—Mrs. Henry W. 


ANSWER: I r o n supple- 


ments, of which Fem Iron is 
one of m a n y , do not rot 
teeth. These compounds are 
not usually allowed to dis- 
solve in the mouth. They 
are taken in pill form and 
don't come in contact with 
teeth. Many vitamins contain 
iron, too, but these also are 
quickly swallowed and have 


; no effect on teeth. 


Years ago, many physi- 


cians commonly prescribed 
iron c o mp o u n d s in liquid 
form and this did have a 
tendency to stain teeth and 
amalgam fillings and some- 
times caused discoloration 
of the tongue. It is believed 
that iron deposited from the 
blood can also stain the dor- 
sum of the tongue.

Postal Politics 


F 


rom all acounts Congress 
is likely to reject any mean 
ingful reform of the postal 


service- 
an unfortunate but 


nonetheless predictable 
out* 


come, 


The chief trouble with the 


Post Office, after all, is Us 
thorough immersion in parti- 
san politics. Congressmen en* 
joy playing for votes by mani* 
pulating postal rates and work- 
ers' pay, whatever the results 
may be In postal service. 


So it can't be counted surpri- 


sing that many Congressmen are 
cool to the Administration plan to 
turn the Post Office into a pub- 
lic corporation that would set 
Its own rates and salaries, raise 
funds by selling bonds and lar- 
gely balance its books. The law- 
makers' 
rationalizations 
of 


their opposition, however, are 
likely to sound ingenuous to most 
citizens. 


One contention is that the Post 


Office is not Just a business but 
a Government agency with major 
public responsibilities that might 
suffer if put in the hands of a 
public corporation. It's surely 
true that the Post Office does 
have large public responsibili- 
ties, but It's equally true that in 
recent years it has become more 
and more inept at handlingthem. 


Perhaps there are reasons to 


quarrel about the precise mech- 
anics of prying politics out of the 
postal service. Yet a sensibly 
constituted and wisely run cor- 
poration could hardly fail to do 
a better job with the mails than 
the present setup has done. 


The demands on the service 


are growing enormously. The 
Post Office now handles about 
84 billion pieces of mail a year, 
more than double the figure for 
1945, and the future trend is 
clearly upward. 


Despite all of the talk of the 


coming wonders of Zip Code, 
the fact is that mail still is 
sorted manually into partition- 
ed bins, in much the same way 
that Benjamin Franklin original- 
ly planned it. The speed and 
regularity of service steadily 
diminish. 


The more candid Congress- 


men may admit that they don't 
want to lose the campaign sup- 
port of big mailers, companies 
that use the mails heavily for 
distribution of publications and 
advertising. If rates were set 
by a public corporation, these 
mailers no longer would find 
it necessary to curry favor with 
Congress— a development that 
most of the public could count 
as a blessing.

Troops Work 
To Complete 
Belfast Wall

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) « After averting another 
clash between Roman catholics 
and Protestants, British troops 
worked today to complete the 
"Belfast Wall/' a steel,and 
barbed wire fence designed t6 
separate the neighborhoods of 
the two groups, 


The British hope the fence 


will persuade both Catholics and 
Protestants to dismantle the 
barricades they erected after 
last month's rioting, 


The Catholic 
Civil Defense 


Committee of "Free Belfast" 
meets tonight to decide whether 
the barriers should come down.

er a face-saving agreement with 
the army that would allow lead- 
ers of the enclave to take them 
down voluntarily.

Justice Department has agreed 
to settle out of court Its antitrust 
suit charging the nation's auto- 
makers with conspiring to delay 
Installation of antlsmog devices 
on new model cars.

The 
agreement, a proposed consent 
decree, was filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court here.
